ſelled and perſwaded the faid late Kings Majeſty, ro er at liberty the Jeſuirs, and 
Prieſts of the Roman Religion, which according to the good, religions and poliricke 
Lawes of this Realme were impriſoned or reſtrained, andto and allow upto the 
Papiſis and protefſors of the Romiſh m__— a free toleration, and filencing of the 
lawes made and ſanding in force againſt thern. 

That at the Princes comming into Spry, during the time aforeſaid, the faid Earle of 
Briſtoll, cunningly falſly, and traiterouſly moved and perſwaded the Prince (being then 
2 the power of a forrergne os of the Romiſh Religion) to change hu Religion ; which 
was dope in this manner : Ac the Princes firft comming to the aid Earle, he asked the 
Prince, for what he came thither ?

A ROMISH CATHOLIKXE, andtoBecome OBEDVENT To NOTE.

ROME : And tothat end and purpoſe the faid Earle traiterouſly uſed theſe words 
unto the ſaid Prince; That the State of England did never any grear thing, but when 
they were under the obedience of the Pope of Rome, and that it was impoſſible they could 
doe any thing of note otherwiſe, 

9. That ducing the time of the Princes being in Spaine as aforeſaid, the Prince 
conſulting, and adviſing with the ſaid Earle and others, about a new offer made by 
the King of - Spaine touching the Palatinate which was, that the eldeſt Son of the : 
Prince Palatine ſhould marry with the Emperours Daughter but muſt be bread up in the 
Emperors Court: The faid Earle delivered his opinion, that che Propoſition was rea- 
ſonable; whereat when Sir #/z/ter Aſþron then preſent falling into ſome paſſion ſaid;

his reyall Navy, and ſeven Merchant-men of Werre, to be imployed in his ſervice by 
ſea : which the King condeſcending to, ſent the ſaid Ships wnder the command of 
Captaine Pennington 1nto Frevce, to be imployed as the French King and his Connell 
ſhould _ Who deſigning them for ſervice ny Rockell, to ſurprize theic 
Ships, bleck vprheic Haven, and imcercept their trade and rcliefe, comtrary to their 
expeRation ; the Capraines, Maſters and Marriners of the Ships were ſo much dil- 
contented, thar they were deſigned againſt the Rochelers, who were not omely their

manded to quit the Ships and returne into E-g/and ; which all did but two, (who 
foone after came to deſperate ends, che ene being blowne np with Gut poyder, the 
the ather drowned or (laine.) Upon this, the Engliſh Ships were acgordivg to this di- 
re&ion, delivered to the French, manned with French. men and other Forreigners, and 
joyning with ſore more Veſlels of theFrenchKing,deſtroyed theRoehel! Fleet, blocked 
up theirHaven,& ruined that famonProteſtant City,yich moſt of cheProteſiancs in it; 
which after a long and ſharp hiege by ſea and land, was thrqugh famine {arrevdred into 
the Papiſt hands; the lofle whereof was genera]ly,if not juſtly impnted co our ill Coun- 
ſellers; who afcer they had been inſtraments to deſtroy cheir Ships, the principall 
meanes of the ſafety, ſupport, and preſervation, by an unforrunare voyage of the 
Duke of Bucksnghan tothe Ifle of Ree (to what exd bat co rnine Rochell and the, 
Proteſtant party .in France, or to revenge the diſappointment of his laſt, as many 
mattered, is yet nknowne to the world) exhanſted their Aramunition, Viteals, pro- 
viſions, men. to {apply our neceſſicies at Ree, and after our departmre thence, left onr 
fick and maimed (onldicrs there to help devoure the reſidue of cheir empried fiores, 
and then ſnftered them to be totally blocked np at fea : when we had thas engaged 
them on our behalfe, neglefting to ſend them timely ſupplies of ViRtuall, Arnemnani- 
tion, ſhi _—_ (which was Ricangely delaid Com time to time contrary to pro- 
miſe) and when our ſhips went at laſt, they gave over the defigne of relieving i; 
az deſperate, before Ever they aſſayed whetheg it was feaſible (23 Maſter Henry Soo 
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Lord Fermin, and ſome others in that unfortunate expedition informed me) and 
then making onely a Bravado corards the Barracado, as if they meant to force it with 
their fireſhips, and engines made with great ſtones (brovghe to London to repaire 
Pawls,8 ſo unlikely to do any good ſervice for Rochell )they [charged their Ordnance 
very valiantly abovea league or two from the Workes they were co force, and with. 
out adventaring necrer or attempting to force the Barre, returned preſently with infi- 
nite diſhononr for E»g/-:4, leaving all their fireſhips andEngines in them to theFrevch 
in a moſt unwarlike manner : but in their returne homemards many of theſe Ships 
were wrecked, drowned in a ternpeſt,who would not adventure finking in a fight, an\ 
the wholeNayy ſhactered. Soon afrer which, poorRecheli(thus deſerredand berraid)was 
ſurrendred inco the FrenchKings & Cardinals pollefſon,and all thePrereftantTowns in 
Fraxce ſurprized,yecded,pillaged.diſmantled;! 0 85 they have fince noTown or Fort of 
{ireverh to retire unto, to preſerve thernlelves from the toree or maſlacres of their 
bloody Advecſaries.to whoſe mercileſle crnelties they are now wholly expoled upon all 
occaſions by onr meanes.] pray God this treche: y againſt themzand the blood of thole 
many thentand Proteſtants then ſhed in Frarce by Car occaſion. be not one prircipall 
cauſe why God (by way of retaliation)hath permitted the Papiſts in /re/ard and Eno. 
Lind to (hed fo mach Proteſtant blood in thele Realmes as they have done of late, tor 
our refating vr negle&ing co avenge their blood upon thoſe romanized Confpirators, 
who were the ocean of this their 1rreperable lofle and bloodſhed.

3, That 
the Affaires of Scotland exght not to be kepr ſoreſeryed from the ( owncell of England, 
And the paper beginsthus : That the Scottiſh haye a great defire toruine 162, (a Cha: 
raRer for the Arch=biſhop) you need not doubt it, (fc. I beſeech your Lord ſtip not to over 
charge your ſelfe by writing to me but at your beſt leiſnre,&o. atres which be adyiſed the 
keeping of Garriſonsat Berwick, and Carlile, 8s 

In December, the Arch. biſhop received this paper from Sir ſohn Burrowes thus in 
dorſed with the Biſhops own hand : Kece. Decemb.z1. 1638. Sir /ohn Barrowes: A 
briefe Note ont of the Records, what the Kypg may doe for raiſing of men in caſe of « 
warre with Scotland. 


Obſervations concerning warre with Scotland, out of Records, 


_— Lords atd others as had lands and liyings upon the Borders, were commanded 
to refide there, with their retinue., 

Thoſe that had Caſtles neare the Borders, were enjoyned to fortifie them, 

The Lords of the Kingdome were ſummoned by writ to atrend the Kings Army 
with Horſe and Armour at a certaine time and place, according to their ſervice due to 
the King : or to repaire tothe Exchequer before that day, there ro make Fine for their 
faid ſervice. 

So were all Widowes Dowagers of fuch Lords as were deceaſed. 

So were all Biſhops and Ecclefiaſticall perſons, 

Proclamations were likewiſe made by the Sheriffs in every County, that all men 
holding of the King by knights ſeryice or ſergeancy, ſhould come to the Kings Ar- 
my, or make Fine as aforeſaid : with a firickt command that none ſhould conceale 
their ſervice under a great penalty; 

Like Proclamations were miade, that all men haying 40.1, land by the yeare,ſhould 
cometo the Kings Army with Horſe and Armour. 

The Earle Marſhall made a Roll, and centred the appearatice of all ſuch as came and 
tendred their ſervice. 

If any failed to come, or to make Fine, their Latids, Tenements, Goods, and Chat- 
tels, yere difirayned by the Sheriffe upon ſummons out of the Exchequer. Ic 
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If any pleaded, that he had attended, he was diſcharged upon certificate out of the 
Marſhals Roll, ccftifying that he had done his ſervice. 

If apy being come, did depart before the warre ended , their Lands, Tenemenes, 
Goods, and Chactles were ſcized untill they had made Fine, or the King had pardoned 
their offence, 

Commiſſions went out for levying of men in every County, and bringing them to 
the Kings Army. | 

Like Commiſſions were made for muſtering and arraying the Clergy through- 
out England, 

Commiſſions were likewiſe iſſued to enquire and puniſh all Bayliffs, and other 
Offers, that for reward had ſuffered Souldiers to depart before they came to the 
Kings Army. 

The King appointed certaine Captaines in ſuch Counties as bordered upon Scot- 
land, to leyie able men in thoſe Counties, and to bring them wich cheir Horſe and 
Armes to the Kings Army. 

Thoſe of the bordering ſhires were commanded to be ready at eight dayes war- 
ning, to come unto the Kings Army well armed: and CommiſlignsWwere made for 
puniſhing ſuch as.refuſed. F 

Writs were ſent into ſeyerall Counties for certifying the King what number of 
Horſe and Foot eyery County could afford him in his wartes of Scotland. 

The Clergy of England turniſhed the King with a proportion of armed men. 

The Ports were ſummoned to attend with their ſervice of ſhipping, 

The Conſtable of Pover Caſtle was commanded to guard the Potts, left any by 
comming ia, or going out there, ſhould bring dangertothe Kingdome. 

The Sheriffs of Counties werecommanded by writ to make provifionsof corne and 
victuals for the Kings Army, and to cauſe them to be carried tothe place appointed. 

Writs alſo were {ne eo divers Townes of England and Ireland, commanding all 
Merchants to bring proviſions tothe Kings Army. 

Ships of che Subje& were taken up for tranſporting thoſe provifions toa place af- 
hened, 

S okibicions were made, that no yiRtuals or other munition ſhould be tranſported 
beyond the Seas during the warre. 

Divers Subfidies and Fiftcens grantedto the King by the Subje& towards the war. 

Merchants irangers gave the King ayde of money towards the warres of Scotland, 
and lent him divers ſummes. | 

Thoſe of Wales furniſhed the King with a proportion of money toward the war; 

The Lords and Clergy of Ireland were required to contribute toward the war. 

The King ſuſpended the paiment of his debrs for a certaine time, in regard of the 

cat occahoans he had to ule money inthe warres of Scot/and. Note that no particulat 
ecords were cited or produced to warrant the Premiſes, 

In Jannary he received another Paper from him, which hethus indorſeth with his 
owne hand : Rece. lan. 2.9. what was fit to be done in point of danger from the Scots, Sir 
Jo. Burrowes, | 


When Warre was intended againſt Scet/and, three things were 
heretofore takers into ſpeciall care. 
Firſt, how toraiſe Horſe and Foor, Vietuals, Ammunition, Money, and other ne- 
ceſlaries for char ſervice. 
Secondly, how to ſecure the Seas and Sea coaſts of the Kingdome, from danger of 
forraigne attempts, while the Kings forces were employed in thoſe Northern parts, 
Thirdly, how to provide for the preſervation of the peace of the kingdome withia ir 
elfe, againſt riots, murinies , and rebellions whereunto ill conditioned and deſperats 
perſons art ſuch rimes are eafily moved. 
The firſt of theſe hath already in ſome ſpecial! points been expreſſed. 
For the ſecond, touching the guard of the Seas, ſufficient proviſion is made by 
the late courſe taken, And 
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All able men of thoſe Counties were commanded to be ſufficiently armed and, 
trained, and put into Companies and Bands under certaine Leaders, who yyere to be 
commanded by ſome one Generall appointed by the King. 


Concerning the peace of the Kingdome, 


r. All conventicles and ſecret meetings were ſtraightly forbidden by Proclamation, 
and parties offending ſeverely puniſhed. 

2, All ſpreaders of Rumours, and tale-beaters were by Proclamation commanded 
to be-taken an impriſoned. 

3. All able men bexween 16 and 60 yeares of age in every ſhire were commanded 
to be ſufficiently armed and trained, and to obey ſuch Generals as the Xing appointed, 

« Such as were not able in body co beare Arms, but had Eſtates, were to maincaine 
at their charges ſuch able men as were appointed in their roomes, 

The very ſame day the Archbiſhop procures this enſuing warrant from the Councell 
Table to himſelfe and the Archbiſhop of York, to write letters to all the Biſhops within 
their ſeverall Dioceſe, ro ſummon their Clergy before them,to excite them to a liberal! 
contribution again{t the Scots.

Ti King hath been pleaſed to call me into his ſervice, and I ſhall not faile tg 


ſerve him faithfully ; and in all things wherein I may advance the Kings ſer> 
vice I will doc it with my brſt endeavour ; and if 1 ſhould not doe fo I ſhould 
uſe the King worſe then I doe other men ; for to tell you truth under the ſeale of 
Confeſſion, the faults that I commit are againſt my ſelfe, not againſt other men. 
This Towne of Newcaſtle I beleeve may be fortified in ſuch manner as thar an 
enemy may be kept off untill an Army might be brought to relieve it : the profit

or the Souldier may bring the Country to reaſon, but Who ſhall compel! the Sonldier ? 
therefore it it cannor be helped with a Commcilion, of Oyer or <7 &rminer, which 
maſt be only in the Officer or Officers of the Army, or in ſome eſpecial Com- 
naſfion of the Kings, ſuch as he gives when Noblemen are Arraigned; ler him 
then give under h1s owne hand a Commiſſion for the Execution of Martial Lay, 
to hum that will hazard his life and eſtate upon the Kings Word.

The wiſe State of Yenice,foreſccing their ambition to creep into the knowledge 
of = 4 rnd ro Conquer high Territories by tricks, unlawjull means, 
and ileights :. By Order of their great Councel!, they were adjudged tobe baniſh. 
ed for ever their Dominions, and never to return thither till they had che conſent 
of the whole Senate, which is impoſſible ro be obrained, although the French King 
and the Pope have laboured ſundry times,yet in vain. And alſo the ſaid State did de- 
clare, That whoſoever ſhould ſpeake in their favour (for their re-ftabliſhing) 
ſhould be degraded of his Honor, and his Poſterity after him, and Jooſe all his 
goods; 1nd the like ſhould befall to them that ſend their children to their colledges, 
' Would to God ſuch Lawes were made in theſe Daminions, ſeverely to pyniſh 
the Parents for ſending their Children tg Ieſuits Colledges: And ro conclude,they 
ſhould be expelled from all humane ſociety ,as unfit to be dealt with, for their c- 
quivocation and mentall reſeryation ; neves telling the truth, being 'mortall ene- 
mies to all charity,and the true fore-runners of Antichriſt,oppugning all verity,and 
raking all for themſelves without Communication of good to others : And as for 
thoſe that are beyond Seas in their Colledges,it were more then nece{lary,to make 
a Decree, that within a ſhort time prefixed, they ſhould return to their Native 
ſoil, under pain of perpetuall baniſhment ; and their Parents to loſe their goods 
and eſtates. As alfo to enquire and learne who they be that do live now at Doway, 
and St. Omers under them, and their Parenrs be brought in queſtion, which may 
eaſily be done with ſmall charges; ſending two or three,over into thoſe parts, who 
by degrees may know the ſpeciall of them : I 6mit their jugling with the Empe- 
ror, King of France and Spain, and other Potentates, and with the Popes them- 
ſelves, as they have publiquely confeſt, 

Secondly,not to be tedious,I come to the ſecond point : The reformation of ſome

The Exemivation of Henry Mac Cart taken before Sir Gerrald Lowther Knight, 
Chiefe Futtice of Hu Majeſties ( ourt of Common Pleas, and Sir Robert Me- 
redeth Ksight, Chancellour of His Majeſties ( ourt of Exchequer, of His Maje- 
fties Privie Councell of the Kingdome of Ireland ; by direttion of the Right Ho- 
nowrable the Lords Inſtices and (ouncell, the 12th. day of Febrnary, 164.1, 


V Vie being ſworne and examined faith ; that about nine yeares ſince 


he this Examinanc left the Kingdome of 7reland, and went into 

Flanders, under the command of [mes Firz-Garret, of Ballyſonan, 

in the County of K i/dare, and at his ſaid Captaines landing in Flanders, he and 
his company were put into the Regiment of Owen Roe © Neale, Colonell under 
the Cardinal, where this exammant ſerved for about two yeares of the ſaid time, 
under the ſaid Captaine Firz-Garvrer, and then was transferred under the com- 
mand of Captaine Conn O Neale in the ſame Regiment, and afterwards was 
pref-rred by the ſaid Colonell Owen O Newle, to be his Afejor Dome. which Ot- 
ice is of the nature of Steward of his Houſe,, and after was by. the ſaid Owen, 
made ©uarter-mafter of his Regiment, in which imploymenc he this examinant 
remained natill he was ſent into chis Kingdam by the faid Colonell Owen © Veile. 
And this examinant faith, that Sir Pheltors Roe O. Neale had ſent a Table with 
2 Character from this Kingdome of Ire4axd, unto Col. Owen © Neale into. Flan- 
ders, the which Table was loſt at the ſiege of Ayre. And for the loſe of which 
CharaQter he this examinant heard the ſaid Colonell lament much, ſaying ; Thac 
all the grear Townes, Ports, Provinces, and remarkable places, and perſons in 
the Kingdome of Ire/and had their particular -names deciphered jn that Table. 
After which cime the ſaid Colonell received from Captaine Corr © Neale; Ne-> 
phew unto him the ſaid Owen, one other Tabie of Charatters of the like con- 
tents. And the ſaid Captaine Corn wes ſent from Flanders into England about 
Lent laſt by the ſaid Colonell, to obtaine leave far che railing of men 19 this King- 
dome of Ireland, under prerence of carrying the-{aid men fo to be raifed iaco 
Flanders. The :rue intention of the rayſing of choſe men being to ſer on foot the 
Rebellion in 17c/and, which hath fince accordingly been done; and the ſaid Corn 
having ſpent about ſix weekes in England returned inte Flavders, upon pretence 
of furniſhing himſcife with money, tor the rayſing of the (aid men ; but before he 
the ſaid Conn returned backe for England, the faid Colonell Owen being on a 
journey unto the ſiege of Ayre, there repaired unto him Hagh Mac Phelins Birne, 
now a Colone!l, among the Rebelils of this Kingdome of Ireland, who formerly 
had been a Captaine in T 5rones Regiment in Spaixe, and the ſaid. Hugh remai- 
ned with the ſaid Colonell Owen about foure and twenty houres, moſt of which 
time they ſpent in private conference, in which diſcourſe he this Examinant over- 
heard the faid Hagh ſay t Weare to adventure our lives for the ſuccouring, of a 
ſcabbed Towne of the King of Spaines, where we may happily loſe our lives, and 
wecan expe no worſe thendeath if we goe unco our owne Country and fyccour 
t. And the ſaid Hugh leaving the faid Colonell in his j towards Ayre, 
went unto Dw%kirk, and from thence into England, and ſoohe after at the Campe 
of Ayre there came unto the ſaid Owen an Iris Fryer, one of the O Negles dil- 

guiſed, who after much private conference with: the (aid Colbnell for about fix 

dayes, the ſaid Fryer departed thence for England, together with Captaine Ed- 
Ward Birue, and Captaine Bryan, O Neale, akinfmans of the ſaid Colonells, 

and a Capraine of his Regiment, and now in Ire/and amongſt the Rebells. And ac 

the ſaid Capraines A ——— Chilled he the ſaid Col. preſented _ 
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with a caſc of Piſtolls, and (ſhortly after the afore-mentioned Cap. Corn 0 Neale 
was againe ſent into England, and from thence he the ſaid Captain {on wrotc in- 
to Flanders, unto the ſaid Co'. Owen , that Hugh Mac Phelim Birne, Captaing 
Brian O Neale and the aforeſaid Fryer were gone to Ireland. And that he the ſaid 
Conn had received a Letter out of Ireland from Prefident Rofſe ( by which name in 
their Table of CharaRers is underſtood Sir Phelim O Neale) and that the ſaid 
Preſident Roſſe went very well on in his buſineſle, by reaſon that Brabant and 
Valous were fully ſatisfied to joyne together ( by which Brabant and Yalows are 
underſtood in the aforeſaid Table of CharaRers, Viſter and Leinſter ) Ard did 
further write at the ſame rime, that he the ſaid Conn expeted Lewis Lanos his 
comming into England ( by which Lewis Lanow in their Table aforcſaid is under- 
ſtood Daniel O Neale, brother to the ſaid Conn now in reſlraint in &ng/and, and 
for whom he had ſtayed, and was in feare of ſtaying over-long leaſt he ſhould be 
entrapped ) And defired his Vacle the ſaid Col. Owen O Neale, to ſend ſome one 
from him unto the ſaid Preſident Rofſe into Ireland, with his reſolution and in- 
{tru&ions what to doe, which the faid Preſident daily expeRed, which Letters 
were ſent from the ſaid Conn unto him the ſaid Owen into Flanders by a ſpeciall 
Meſſenger : At which time one Byron Mac Phelim Birne came out of England 
unto the ſaid Colonell Owey, and (tayed with him a few daies, and had conference 
with him, and ſo returned back for England ; and after in Oftober laſt the ſaid 
Col. Owen O Neale ſent one Art. Mac Ginnis a Fryer, being his Nephew, into 
England, who at Dunkirk met with a Teſir, who as this examinant was told 
was a ſonne of the Lord Viſcount Netterfield which came thether with him into 
England, and ſo for Ireland. And this examitant further ſaith, that in November 
laſt,newes came unto the ſaid Colonell Owen O Neale, that there was an enter- 
priſe to be made on the Caſtle of Dublin for the taking of the laid Caſtle by the 
Lord Adac Guire, Mas Mabone, one of the © Neales and others ; which Plot be 
ing diſcovered, the ſaid Lord fac Gnire, Mac Mahbone, O Neale and others 
were impriſoned. And that wevertheleſſe the Iriſh had raiſed a great company of 
wen, and poſſeſſed themſelves of the Nevwrie, Dundalke, Ardmagh, Monaghan, and 
ſeveral other Country T oWnes. And that they had taken priſoners the Lord Calfield, 
the Lady Blaine, and her Children, and that their numbers did daily encreaſe. 
And being demanded how they could have the ſaid Newes fo ſoone in Flanders, 
anſwered, that they had that and moſt of the Newes of 7reland, out of England ; 
and that it Was notable to obſerve, With What ſpeed and certainty the [riſh in Flax- 
ders received the Newes of Ireland ont of England: upon receipt of which News, 
the ſaid Col. was in « great rage againſt the diſcoverer, and ſaid be Wondered hoy 
or Where that villaine ſhould live ; for if he Were in Ireland, ſure they Would pull 
bim to peeces there. And if be lived in England, there Were footmen and other Iriſh 
men enough to kill bim. And he further faith, that the ſaid Col. Owen acquainted 
the generall Franciſco de Melloe, with the ſaid News, who told the ſaid Colonel 
that he had underſtood as much before. And thereuz on the faid Col. deſired Li- 
cenſe ro depart for Ireland. And likeWiſe that he might have Armes and Ammmu« 
nition to carry thither With him: Whereunto the ſaid Generall Anſwered ; That the 

ſaid Col. ſhould not Want either Armes or Ammunition, or any thing elſe that be 

could furniſh him Withall; if he the ſaid Colonell were ſure of any Port Whore they 

might be ſafely landed in Ireland, And thereupon the ſaid Generall adviſed the 

ſaid Colonell, to ſend one of truſt into Ire/ard without Letters, to be informed 

there, which were the ſafeſt and beſt way Ports in Ireland where Armes and 

Ammunition might be landed ; and to dire&t that ſome Fryer or Prieſt might for 

that purpoſe be ſent back into Flanders, to certific them of thoſe Ports ; and kewse 

that ſome perſon of ſpeciall truſt ſhould be ſent into France, Rome, and to the Emope- 

rour to negotiate With them, and to defire their aſſiſtance for the Iriſh in defence of 

their Religion; Herewpon the ſaid Col, deſigned for that negotiation, one Ever _ 
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Tituler Biſhop of Downer Atid by reaſon that he this Examinant, and the ſpecial! 
imployments which he had under the ſaid Col. and the truſt repoſed, in” him. by 
theſaid Colonell, were knowne unto the ſaid Conn O Neale; and divers other of 
the Rebellsnow in IreJand.* He the ſaid Col. choſe this Examinang to: fend: intg 
feland, withthe faid Meſſage and theſe inftruftions., /Thart he this Examinant 
Id repaire unto Sir. Phelim O- Neale, 'Conn O Neale, Brian O, Neale; and 
Hugh © Birne, and to 2cquaint them that he the ſaid Col. was purpoſed to come 
from ' Dnxkzrketor ireland with all expedition, and to bring With bums three Ships, 
wherein ſhould be three or foure hundred Commanders ang Officers, With Munition 
and Armth for Horſe and'Foor for the (upply of ſuch compenites of Souldicrs, as Werg 
or could be yaiſed in Ireland by theſe of the Catholike Leagwe, for the proſecution of 
the warretiere next ; that he the ſaid Col. expeted-to ;be forthwith. advertiſed 
and adviſed from them in [reland ( bby fame Fryer or Prieſt to be ſem from thence 
for that purpoſe ) whac Port in that Kingdome he (hquld land in. And direted the 
ſending of the aforenamed Ever Roe Ticular Biſhop of Downe ipto France unto. 
Rome, and the Emperomy to ſolicite their Aydes for the defence of the Religjon in Ire- 
tand.” Ard likewile further adviſcd that theLords and great rs of the 
Catholique League in that Kingdome, ſhould by all meanes avoyd to. fight any 
- batraile with che Engliſh or Kings Army, untilbche/{fajd Colonells artivall in 
lreland, and/ they were better furniſhed With Armes und Mmntion : Ani that in 
the meane time 20d untill his comming, iFthere were any Noblemes, and Gentle- 
wen in Ireland Who Wonld not joyne With them in this Warre, they foewnid:Broclaime 
the ſaid parties unnaturall Members of that Nation and Kingdome, and enemies 
weto that Religion, eAnd alſe tharthe Goods and Lands of thoſe Who Would nar joyne 
With chem, Prowld be given usto him or t':\_m of that Honſe or Family who Would ac- 
Fept thereof, aud joyne with them. And al(s that untill his bormming, and antill they 
were berrer furniſhed wich Armes they ſhould nor give the Kings Army 'any mec- 
rirgin the day time, but ſhould ſet upenchem in their Quarters by; might, when 
they were wearied by marchiug abroad jn/the Countrys or upon ater, accglions. 
"And another. of this Ex1minants In{truftions was,”o perſwade them by all meanes 
that they ſhould nor miſtruſt. or doybtiof! his comming, for he would 'be with 
them ere long, and that he had taken « great Oath, that if he could not obtaing 
leave; Muiticion and Armes from the General; yet if all failed he World adventure 
hims and hu Whole eſtate in that ſervice, "amd that if he'lintied he Would 'aſſyredly be 
With them Within ten weekes, and Would bring with him Aſiters, Canont and Car- 
noneers, and ſuch other inſtr umentt 4s ſhoxld be neceſſary for them.” And 'that he did 
wonder although there were no Miners rhere, thar his Country-men did notim- 
ploy and ſet on worke ſuch perſans as digged for Iron,: Mine, or. Coales. And 
urther that the Lords and Commander of the Cathalique Leagne in\Irel au! ſhould 
fend one Patrick Heggartie a Fryer, Who had ſpent much time in Scotland to ſobicite 
for them; there, « And to put the Scots in mind that they Were for the moſt. part di/cen- 
ded from the Triſh, and that the Iriſb never dre any of they Hloud. eAnd therefore 
that they ſhould not offer the Iriſh any injury : But keepe. themſelves quiet in their 
one Country, not helping the one part or the other, Another of this Examipants 
Inſtrutions was, to perſiade the Lords and great Commanders of the League, thas 
they ſhould hold fixme, and not be deceived by the faire promiſes of the. Engliſh or of 
the. State in Ireland, as Ticone aud Tircunnell were; who after they bad ſubmitted 
Were forced to fly the Xingdome, and many others beheaded, and others reſtrained in 
the Tower of London wntil! they there dyed and loſt their Lands ; and that they ſhould 
mot doubt of ſuccoxr.. And further faith, that he was directed by his ſaid Colonel 
to impart theſe Inftrutions and Meſſage unto ſuch Lords, Commanders and 
Gentlemen in Ireland ; as the ſaid Sir Phelims O Neale, (onn O Neale, Brian © 
"Neale, and Hugb Birne: fhould' dirt& ax adviſe hin anto. And that at his. dr 
parture from his ſaid Colonel, he the ſaid Col. called.for a Glafle of Wing,/ahd 
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dranke the health of the ſaid Captaine Hagh Mac Phelim Birne, who he faid 
was deſigred Governour of the Fort of Dancannon in the County of Wexford, 
And this Examinant further ſaith, that he being direted with a Letter in De- 
cember laſt, from his Col. unto one Brian Birfield a Fryer, and refident at Dyx- 
kirke, for the helping of him this Examipaor, that he the ſaid Fryer would make 
4 Tourney forthwith unto Col. Owen O Neale, and from him unto Col. Preſton, 
to labour the joyning togecher of the ſaid Colonells to goe into Ireland, to frerrher 
with all the force and aide they could make, the proſecution of the preſent Warre 
there. And further ſaith, that in his this Examinants Voyage from Ireland ( he 
with a Fryer in his company ) was landed at Dover before Chriſtmas laſt j where 
they the ſaid parties reprained for three Week+s, no examination or notice being taken 
of them there, And from thence the ſhip being bound for the Port of Waterford, 
the ſame landed him this Examinant and the Fryer at the Port of Torghal, about 
the beginning of I an»ary laſt, where they were brought before the Ear! of Cork, 
and by his Lordſhip ſent by ſea unto the City of D«bliz, Ard further this Exame- 
nant faith, he conceived that the ſaid Co). Owen may be eafily ſurpriſed im his 
paſſage for Ireland, ifhe be taid for with good adviſement. The faid Owen pur. 
poſing ro come with his Men, Muaition, and Armes unto Bergam, within a mile 
of Dimmkirke, which place he intends to gaine for his Garriſon ; and to carry in 
Lighters the ſaid Armes, Munition and Men as ſecretly as he may by night uats 
the Ship at D»nkirke, without ſhewing himſclfe there : And his prerence will be 
that he is imployed into Spaine. And- the ſaid Col. purpoſeth to bring With him aff 
the Iriſh Mariners Which may be had about Dunkirke, Where there are florgz, andin 
fpeciall ont Captaine Donnell 4 ſea Captaine, and ſo to come for Ireland, either by 
Dover, or if he ſee cauſe by the North of Scotland. 

And this Examinant further ſaith, that ke this Examinant duzft not refuſe te 

o into freland with the ſaid meſſage, and inſtructions, for fear of hisfaid Mr, 

llonell Owen O Neale, well knowing of his ſeverity. But this Examinant in- 
tended to diſcover the ſame when he thought he ſafely might ; And he faith, that 
he doth not know or hath heard of any other that was ſent from his Collonelt 
into 7re/ard of this meſſage beſides himſelf ; but beleeverh that ſome Meſſenger 
might be ſent from Col: Prefton unto the Lords of the Pale, and other Com- 
manders in the Province of Lemſter, as well as he was ſent by his Col: unto Sir 
Phelim 6 Neale and thoſe of Y{ſter ; he alſo faith, that the principall Commanders 
and Captaines of the Iri/s in Flanatrs, arc theſe whoſe Names are under written, 
viz, Oven 6 Neale, Col: Patrick, Dovelte Serjeant, Major Conn 6 Neale Captain, 
Bryan 0 Neale Captain, which Conn and Bry an,are now in 7reland, Commanders 
with the Rebells ; the reſt of the Captains that are now in the Low Countries, 
of the ſaid Col: Owen 6 Neales Regiment, are theſe, vis. Melaghlin s Moore, 
Griffin (\avanagh, Donnogh Laler, James Dillon, Stephen Delahord, Nicholas

Y this examination it is clear, that 6 Nealcs Repgi in Flanders, (conlilting 
for the moſt part of Iriſh Papiſts) was nan raiſed to train up the Iriſh 
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it.armes there, wichout any noiſe or ſuſpicion to ſurpriſe the Forts in that-Realm, 
and make 2 generall Maſſacre of the Proteſtants there, when they ſhould finde 
q hicting opporcynity ;. and thac Owns Neale in Flungers, and Daxiclt 5 Neale 
his Brother in E9g/4nd,(who was in extraordinary favour with His Majefty and 
the 2 een at Court, and one in Mr. [ermyns conſpiracy). were two of the prin-' 
eipall comrivers, and abbetrers of this canſpiracy, in which all che-Irjſh, Popiſh 
Biſbeps, Pricſts, Friars, Icſuits (and (cattered like Frogs in (everall Popiſh King- 
doms and Seminaries) were very adtive.. . - . " 

I (hall onely adde co this, That Wikian O Gonner,an b& Prielt,ſeryant to the 
Bnu-en- Mather, who lodged at one Miltris Scarlets houſe in Coven-Garden, and 
(h:tred his habir very often to diſguiſe himſelf, coming tg one Azpe Hwſſey a 
ich Gentlewoman, a lice afier Eaſter, 1640. with another Iriſh man-in his 
company,bavying a long gray coat,& a ſword girt cloſe to his fide, to her lodging; 

avd going with ber thence ro Miſtris Pringcks houſe in the Strand; ſhe demanded 
of © Corry, who his companion was? wha anſwered,he was one of the number of 
76e0.thac were-in privat pay, AND INREADINESTO AYD THE 
CATHOLICKS, AND TO CUT THE PROTESTANTS 
THROATS THAT SHOULD RESIST THEM; and that he 
was ene who pjaycd on the Flute to the Drum. After which, abour the end of 
July, 1640. he came to her foreſaid lodgingand ſaid, He came wpon great occaſion, 
aud in great haſte, and he muſt immediatly return back, for he had three Letters 
from the Dueen- Mother, to deliver to three Ambaſſadors, the Spaniſh, the Vene- 
tran, the French, TO SEND TO THE POPE, FROM WHOM, 
OR FROM HIS LEGATE, WE MUST KNOW WHEN 
TO BEGIN THE SUBDUING OF THE PROTE- 
STANTS: That they muſt firſt BEGIN TO CONQUER ENG- 
L AND BEFORE IRELAND. Being demanded by him, How, or 
in What manner Will they begin With England? And when Will it be ? He replyed, 
When the Kang goes to Scotland, To whica ſhe anſwering, There Was n» hopes of 
the” Kings going to Scotland; He replyed, 1c Warrant you he doth. He further 
added, That he had long been tyployed by the Dueen- Mother in her buſineſſe With 
alt the Prixces of Chriftendom : That they had ſome defigne to cut off and kill the 
King : adding, That they Would kill an Heretick at any time, for the advancement 
of the Mother-Church of Rome ; and ſwore by Saint Francis and Saint Dominick 
that he Would do it : He further ſaid, He Was bound to keep the QOucen- Mothers 

e651 and that he \vonld be burnt in fire before he Would reveal them. 

All this ſhe diſcovercd ſoon after to the Lords of the Councell, by whom and 
by ſeverzlt Iuſtices of Peace, (he was examined upon Oath , and produced 
Letters of this Prieſt, written co her with his own hand ;z whereupon, he was 
Commirted cloſe Prifoner to the Gate-houſe, where heyet remaines unpro- 
ceeded againſt. After this ſheatteſted itin the Parliament Houſe vho Oath, 
before the Rebellion brake forth, and witneſſed it ſince upon Oath at-the Archbi- 
hops Tryall ; who ſaid ſhe was mad when ſhearreſted it at the Councell Table, 
demanding of her, how ſhe dg ſt 'fpeak_ any thing of thu Nature f the Ducen- Mo- 
they ? and telling ber ſbe Was fet an and hired by the City of Lando 
Communded her to be Commiteed : But (he producing the Prieſts own Let- 
ter, and he confeſling it to be his own hand before the Lords ; ſhe was ſent orn- 
y to one of the Sheriffs of Lov4oxr houſe , and there ſecured, till releaſed by the 


Parliament.

of ſuch Power given by him and His Majelty he ſhall require and Command, 
This His Majeſty expeAts Your Lerdſhip thall do with expedition, to the end, 
Your Officers there may be the betrer prepared whenſoever-the ſaid Earl ſhall 
exerciſe any ſach Commiſſion from His Majeſty; that fo His Majeſties ſervice 
may not ſuffer. His Majeſty hath already ſignified His pleaſure to the Lord Pres 
ſident of the Marches to this effet, who hath yielded all obedience and confor. 
mity thereunto, and His Majeſty is confident that in that Your Lordſhip and 
thoſe who have Relation to you will give place to none. 
This comiſſion was ordred to be broughr inzo the Commons houſe as dangerous. 
But the happy unexpeRed Treaty and aſſembling of this Parliament, fruſtra- 
ting the intended Maflacre and Def ne of ſubduing the Protcitants in England 
for the preſent ; the Plot in Ireland ſtill proceeding, and was to be pur in execu» 
tion on the 23. of Oftober, 1641. on which day, all the Forts and Towns in Jre- 
land ſhould have been ſurpriſed atan inſtant by the Popiſh Rebells, and moſt of 
the Proteſtants deſtroyed; and accordingly that very night Charlemont Forc was 
on the 23. of Oftober at night ſurpriſed by Sir Phelims O Neat, a principall aRor 
and conſpirator in the Rebellion ; who there took the Lady Calfield priſoner, 
and murthered the young Lord Ca/field her Son: And at that time Sir Phe- 
lim 6 Neale himſelf and other of his companions fold her, That Dxblin caſtle and 
Note, City, and moſt other Forts of Jreland were ſurpriſed by their confederntes 
the Papiſts z that the Tower of London was taken by their party, and the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury releaſed thence; { a good ſigne he was their 
friend :) that ENGLAND, and the Proteſtants there , were then , or 
| would be very ſhortly in the ſame, or as bad a condition as {re{and, and Prote- 
ſtants there were ; and ſome of them ſaid, that their party had taken Edenbrowgh 
caſtle : All which was atteſted ppon Oath by the Lady Calfield, and her Gen- 
tlewoman Miſtris Mary Woodrofe, at the Triall of Mac Zfobon in the Kings 
* Ancited on * Bench,in Michaelmas Term laft : where this was likewiſe atteſted upon Oath 
Onhar ac That ALL THE PAPISTS IN ENGLAND WERE PRIVY 
Mobones triall TO THE PLOT IN [REL AND, and intended the like in Eng- 
by Sir 1 "x land,which we have ſince experimentally found to be true. Divers other Forts 
Willien Cate, Were the fame day and ſoon after ſurpriſed by the Iriſh Rebels, and above one 
Sir Willimn  handred {fifty two thouſand Proteſtants there deſtroyed in the firſt four months 
Hamilton, Sir of the Rebellion, as the Rebells rhemſelyes certified the Pope upon inquiſitions 
Charles Coo, -, of their number taken upon Oath. 
ER But notwithſtanding thoſe their ſucceſſefull proceedings in other þ grooms, yet 
=_— % through the admirable Providence of God, Gp were preventcd of the main 
part of their deſign ; the ſurprifing of Dablin Caltle, the chief ſtrength and 
Magazine of that Realm ; which had they gotten, they had in very few dayes 
been Maſter of the whole Kingdom : For the very night before the Caſtle hould 
have been ſarpriſed , the Plot was diſcovered to the Lords Iuſtices of Ireland by 
Owen Connelly ; whereupon, that deſign was fruſtrated, and the Lord Aﬀaguirt 
an 
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and Hush Macmahone, two principall men in the Conſpiracy, whocame pur- 
oſely to ſucpriſe it, with other their Confederates taken Priſoners ; whole 
Examinations and Confeſſions, together wich the Lords Iuſtices Letter to the 
Earl of Leiceſter ; diſcovering the manner and proceedings of this Conſpicacy; 
I ſhall here inſect, 
I ſhall begin with the Relation of the Lord Maguire himſelf, written with his 
own hand in the Tower, and delivered by him to Sir ohn Conyers then Licute- 
nanr, to preſent to the Lords in Parliament, becauſe it is the fulleſt, 


B=znz in D«blin Candlemas Term laſt was 12, moneths, the Parliament then 
fitting, Mr. Roger Moore did write to me, deliring me that if I could in that 
ſpare time, I would come to his houſe (for then the Parliament did nothing buc 
fit and adjourn, expeRing a Commillion for the continuance thereof, their former 
Commillion being expired, and that ſome things he had to ſay co me, that did 
meerly concern me ; and on receipt of his Letter, the new Commiſſion for con- 
tinuing the Parliament Landed; and I did returne him an anſwer, that I could 
nor fulfill his requeſt for that preſent, and thereupon he himſelf came to Town 
preſently after, and ſending to me, I wenc to ſee him at his Lodging, and after 
ſome little time ſpent in ſalutations, he began to diſcourſe of the many affliftions 
and ſufferings, of the Natives of that Kingdom, and particularly in thoſe latter 
times of my Lord of Straffords Government, which gave diſtaſte to the whole 
Kingdom) and then he began to particularize the ſuffering of them thar were the 
more ancient Natives, as were the Iriſh ; how that on the ſeverall Plantations 
they were af put our of their Anceſtors Eſtates, all which ſufferings he ſaid did 
beger a generall diſcontent over all the whole Kingdom in both the Natives, to 
wit, the Old and New Iriſh, and chat if the Gent. of the Kingdom were diſpoſed 
to free themſelves furcherly from the like inconvenience,and get good conditions 
for themſclves for regaining their Anceſtors (or at leaſt a good part thereof ) 
Eſtates, they could never defire a more convenient time, then that time (the dif- 
tempers of Scor/and being then on foor,) and did ask me what I thought of it ; I 
made him anſwer, that I could not tell what ro thinke of it, ſuch matters being | 
alcogether out of my Element ; then he would needs have an oath from me of 
ſecrecy, which 1 gave him, and thereupon he told me, that he ſpoke to the beſt 
Gentlemen of Quality in Lemſter, and a great part of Conaghe,touching that mat- Note. * 
ter, and he found all of them willing thereunto, if ſo be they could draw to them . 
the Gent. of Y/#er, for which cauſe ſaid he, I ceme to ſpeak to you ; then he 
began-to lay down to me, the caſe that I was in then, overwhelmed in Debr, 
the ſmalneſſe of my Eſtate, and the greatneſle of the Eſtate my Anceſtors had, 
and how I ſhould be ſure to getir again, or at leaſt a good part thereof ; and 
moreover how the welfare and maintaining of the Catholique Religion, which Note 
he ſaid undoubtedly the Parliament now in En:/end will ſupprefle, doth depead g 
on it, for (ſaid he) ic is to be feared, and ſo much I hear from every underſtanding 
man, the Parliament intends the utter. ſubverſion of our Religen; by which 
perſwaſions he obtained my conſent, and ſo demanded whether any more of //- 
ſter Gent, were in Town ? I told him that Philip Relly, Mr. Torrilagh 6 Neal, Bro- 
ther to Sir Phillim 6 Neale, and Mr. Cofloe, Macmahkone, were-in Town : fo for 
that crime we parted. | 

The nextday he invited Mr. Rell and I to dine with him, and after dinner, he 
ſent for thoſe other Gent. Mr, Neale, and Mr. Macmehone,, and when they were 
come, he began the difcourle formerly uſ.d to me, to them, and with the fame 
perſwaſions formerly uſed to me, he obtained their conſent : And then he began 
to diſcourſe of the manner how it ought co be done : Of the feazebility and 
eaſineſs of the artempt,conſidering matters as they then ſtood i ary, pra. crou- 


bles of Scotland, the great number of able men in the Kingdom —— 
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land, what ſuccours they were (more then) to hope for from abroad, and the Ar. 
my then raiſed all Triſhmen, and well armed, meaning the Army raiſcd by m 
Lord of Strafford againſt Scorland. Firſt, that every one ſhould endeavor to 
draw his own friends into that at, and at leaſt thoſe that did live in one Coun- 
try with them ; and when they had ſo done, = ſend to the Iriſh in the Low- 
Countries and Spain, to let them know of the day and reſolution, ſo that they 
be over with them by that day, or ſoon after, with ſupply of Armes and Muni- 
tion as they could, chat there ſhould be a ſet day appointed, and every one in his 
own quarters ſhould riſe out that day, and ſeize on all Armes he could ger in his 
County, and this day to be near winter ſo that Eng/and could not be able to ſend 
Forces into /re/and before May ; and by thattime there was no doubt to be made, 
but that they rhemſelves would be ſapplyed by the Iriſh beyond Seas, who he 
ſaid con{d not miſſe of help from either Spain or the Pope, but chat kis reſolution 
was not in all things allowed. For, firſt it was reſolved,nothing ſhould be done, 
untill firſt they had ſent to the Iriſh over Seas, to know their advice, and whar 
hope of ſuccefle they conld give, for in them,as they ſaid, all their _ of reliefe 
was, and they would have boch their adviſe and reſolution before any turther pro- 
ceedings, more-then to ſpeak to, and try Gent. of the Kingdom, every one as 
they could conveniently,to ſee (in caſe they would at any time grow to a reſoluti- 
on) what to be,and ſtrength they might truſt ro : Then Mr. oor told them that ic 
was to no purpoſe to ſpend much time in ſpeaking tothe Gent. tor there was 
no doubt to be made of the Iriſh, that they would be ready at any time : And 
that all che doubt was in the Gent. of the Pale ; bur he ſaid that for his own part, 
he was really affured when they had riſen out, the Pale Gent. wdhid not ſtay 
long after, at leaſt that they would not oppoſe them in any thing, bur be Newrers, 
and if in caſe they did, that they had men enough in the Kingdom without them. 
Moreover he ſaid, that he had ſpoke toa great man (who then ſhould be name- 
leſſe) that would nor fail at the appointed day of riſing out ro appear, and to be 
ſcen in the AR ; but that untill chen he was ſworn not to reveal him: And that 
was all that was done at that meeting ; onely that Mr. Aoore ſhould the next 
Lent following, make a jourry down into the North, to know what was done 
there; and that he alſo might inform them what he had done, and fo on parting 
Mr. Philip Felly, and 1, did importune Mr. Afoore for the knowledge of that great 
man that he ſpoke of, and on long entreaty,after binding us to new ſecrecy, not 
to diſcover him untill the day ſhould be appointed, he told that it was the Lord 
of Mayo, who was very powertullin command of men'in thoſe parts of {onaght 
wherein ke lived ; and that there was no doubt to be made of him, no more 
chen was of himſelf : and ſo we parted. 

The next Lent following, Maſter Aſoore according to his promiſe came unto 
Ulſter, by reaſon it was the time of Aſſizes in ſeverall Counties, there he met 
only with Mr. Rely, and nothing was then done, but all matters put off till the 
May following, where we'or moſt of us ſhould meet at Dublin, it both being 
Parliament and Terme time ; in the meane time there landed in Ireland one 
Neall O Neale, ſent by che Earle of Tyrone out of Spaine, ro ſpeake with their 
Gent. of his name and Kindred, to let them know that he had Treated wich 
Cardinal Ritheliey for obtaining ſuccour to come for Ireland, and thar he pre- 
vailed with the Cardinal, ſo that he was to have Armes, Munition, and Money 
from him on demand to come for Ireland, and that he only bo gp a conveni- 
Ent time to come away, and to defire them to be in a readinefle, and to procure 
all others whom they could to be ſo likewiſe ; which mefſ>ge did ſer forward the 
proceedings very much, ſo that Mr. Moore, Mr. Rely; my Brother and- / mee- 
ting the next May in Dublin, and the ſame Meſſenger being there too, it was re- 
folved that he ſhould returne ro the Earle into Spaine with their reſoſntion, 


which was ; that they would riſe out 13. or 14. daics before or after _— 
tide, 
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tide, as they ſhould ſec cauſe, and that he ſhould nor faile ro be with them by 
that rime ; there was a report at that time and betore, that the Earl of Tyrone 
was killed, which was nor beleeved, by reaſon of many ſuch reports formerly 
which were found to be falſe, and fo the Meſſenger departed wich direRions, 
that if the Earles death were true, he thould repaire into the Low Countries to 
Colonell Owen O Neale, and acquaint him with his Commiition from the Earl, 
whereof it was thought he was not ignorant, and co returne an anſwer ſent by 
him, and to ſee what he would adviſe, 0: would doe himſelte therein : Bur pre- 
ſently afrer his deparcure the certainty of the Farles death was knowne, and on 
further refolurion it was agreed that an expreſſe Meſſenger ſh >uld be ſent to the 
Colone!! to make all the reſolutions known to him, and to returne ſpeedily wich 
his Anſwer, and fo one Toole O Connelly a Prieſt ( as T thinke Pariſh Prieſt ro 
Mr. Moore ) was ſent away to { olonell © Neale ; inthe interim there came feve- 
rall Letters and Newes out of England to Dublin, of Proclamations againſt the 
Catholikes in England, and alſo that the Army raiſed in Ircland ſhould be dif- 
banded and conveyed ito Scotland ; and preſently afrer ſeverall Colonells and 
Capraines landed, with directions to carry away thoſe men, amongſt whom Col, 
Pluncket, Col. Birne, and Captaine Breims O Neale came, but did not all come 
together, for Col. Pluncker landed before my comming oat of Towne, and the 
other wwo after : wherein a great feare of ſuppreſſing Religion was conceived, 
and eſpecially by the Gen:z. of the Pzle, and it was very common amongſt them, 
that it would be very inconvenient to ſuffer ſo many men co be conveyed out of 
the Kingdome, ir being as was ſaid very confidently reported, that the Scottiſh 
Army did threaten, never to lay down Armes untill an vniformity of Religion 
were in the three Kingdomes, and the Catholike Religion ſuppreſled+; and rthere- 
ppon both Houſes of Parliament began to oppoſe their going, and the Houſes 
were divided in their Opinions ; ſome would have them goe, others not, but 
what the definirive concluſion of the Houfes was touching that poine I cannot 
tell, for by leave from the Houſe of Lords 1 departed into the Country before the 


Prorogation: but before my departure I was informcd by [obn Barnawal a Fryer, 


thit choſe Gent, of the Pale ( and ſome other Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons ) hid ſeverall meetings and conſultations how they might make ſtay of the 
Sonldiers in the Kingdome, and hkewiſe to arme them for the defence of the 
Kin:z, veing much injured both of England and Scotland then ( as they were in 
formed ) and to prevent any attempt againlt Religion : and pr_ af:er I de- 
parted into the Country, and Mr. Rely being a Member of the Houſe of Com- 
mons ſtayed the protogation, and on his comming into the Country ſent to me 
to meece him, and I came to his houſe, where he told me that he heard for cer- 
taine that the former Nartation of BarynaWwal to me ( for I did acquiint him with 
it ) was true, and that he heard it from ſeverall there : alſo was Emer Mac Ma- 
bone ( made privie formerly to all our proceedings ) at Mr. Rellies lately come 
out of the Plea, where he met with the afore-named John Barnawall, who told 
him as much as he formerly rold me z and moreover that. thoſe Colonells that 
lately came over, did proffer their ſervice and induſtry in that AR, and ſo would 
raiſe their men under colour to convey them into Spaine, and then ſeixe on the 
Caſtle of Dublin, and with their Armes there to arme their Souldiers, and have 
them ready for any ation that ſhould be commanded chem, but that they had nor 
concluded any thing, becauſe they were not aflured how the Gent, of the re- 
more parts of the Kingnome ( and eſpecially of Ulſter ) would ftand affeted ro 
that AR, and that —_ of that doubt was all their impediment. Then we 
three began to thinke how we might aſſure them of the aſſiſtance and helpe of 
Ulſter Gent. It was thought that ane (bould be ſent to them to acquaint them 
therewith, and they made choiſe of me to come, by reaſon as they ſaid that my 
Wife was allyed ro them, and their — and would beleeve me 7 
g ery 
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traſt me ſooner then other of their parts, they or moſt of them being of the Pale, 
and ſo (without as much as to returne home to furniſh my ſelte for ſuch a jour. 
ney ( Volens nolens ) they prevailed , or rather forced me ro come to Dublin 
toconferre with thoſe Colonells ( and that was the laſt. Auguſt was twelve. 
moneth ) coggring to Towne I met Sir James Dion accidentally before I came 
ro my Lodging, who was one of thoſe Colonells ; and after falutarion he deman- 
ded me wherc my lodging was,which when I told him,and parted; The nexe day 
being abroad about ſome other occafions of my owne in Towne, I met him ( as he 
ſaid)comming to waite on me in my Chamber,but being a good way from it,he de- 
ſired me to go into his own Chainber being near at hand,and then began to diſ- 
courſe of the preſent ſufferings and affiitions of that Kingdom,and parricularly of 
Religion, and how they were to expe no redreſſe ( the Parliament in England 
intending, and the Scots reſolving never to lay downe Armes untill the Catho- 
like Religion were ſuppreſſed, then he likewiſe began to lay downe what danger 
it would be to ſuffer ſo many able men as was to go with them ro depart the King- 
dome in ſuch a time, neither ( ſaith he ) doth their other Gent. that are Colo- 
nells, and my ſclfe affe& our owne private profit ſo as to preferre it before the 
vencrall good of the Kingdome ;z and knowing that you are well-afteRed there- 
unto, ( and I hope, ſaid he, ready ro put your helping hand to it on occaſion ) 
I will let you know the Reſolution of thoſe other Gent. and mine, which is if 
we are ready to raiſe our men, and after to ſeaz2 on the Caſtle where there is 
great ſtore of Armes, and arme our ſelves there, This was the fiſt motion that 
I ever heard of taking the Caſtle, for it never came into our thoughts formerly ; 
cor am I perſwaded never would, if it had not proceeded from thoſe Colonels, 
who were the firſt motioners and contrivers thereof for ought knowne to me ; 
and then to be ready toprevent and reſiſt any danger that the Gentry of the 
Kingdome like thereof and helpe us, for we of our ſelves neither are able nor 
will doe any thing therein without their aſſiſtance : I began according to the 
directions that was ſent with me to approve of the Reſolution, and allo to let 
him know how ſure he mighr be of the afliſtance of thoſe of Ulſter ; then he told 
me that for my more ſatisfation I ſhould conferre with the reſt of thoſe Colo» 
nells themſelves, as many as are privie to the Aion, and accordingly a place 
of meeting was appointed thar afrer-noone, and on the time and place appointed 
there met fir [James himſelte, Colonell Bourne, and Col. Plancker, and that for- 
mer diſcourſe being renewed, they began to lay downe the Obſtacles to that en- 
tcrpriſe, and how they ſhould be redreſſed. 

Firſt, if there ſhould warre enſue, how there ſhould be money had to pay 
the Sonldiers. 

Secondly, how and where they ſhould procure ſuccour from forraign parts. 

Thirdly, how to Eraw in the Pale Gentry. 

908 yy who ſhould undercake to ſurprize the Caltle , and how it ſhould 
one. 

To the firſt it was anſwered, That the Rents in the Kingdome every where,not 
having reſpe& whoſe they ſhould be, due to the Lords and Gentry thereof, 
thould be colle&ed to pay the Souldicrs ; and moreover they might be ſure ( nay 
that there was no doubt thereof) -ro procure money from the Pope, who gave 
ſeverall promiſes formerly to my Lord of Tyrone, ( in caſe he could make way to 
come into Ireland ) to maintaine ſix thouſand men yearely at his owne charge, 
and that notwithſtanding that my Lord of Tyrone was dead, yet that he would 
continue the ſame forwardneſſe now. To the ſecond it was anſwered by Colonell 
Bourne, that helpe from abroad could 'not faile them, for ( ſaid he ) Colonell 0 
Neale told me that he had or would-procure in readineſſe, ( 1 doe not remember 
which of thoſe the Colonells ſpoke, or whither he ſpoke poſitive, that Col. 0 
Neale had the Armes, or would procure them ) Armes far -ten thouſand _ 
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And moreover { ſaid he ) I make no great qucltion that if we ſend into Spaine 
we ſhall nor miſleof Ayde ; for I being in London the laſt yeare, in the Scots 
troubles, I was in conference with one of the Spaniſh Ambaſſadors there then , 
and talking of their troubles then a foote, he ſaid, that if the Iriſh did then riſe to, 
and fend into Spaine, their Meſl-ngers would be received under Canopies of 
gvld ; theſe laft words he told me, and ſore one man of thoſe that were preſenc 
privacely, whoſe name I cannot call to mind, ( neither well remember I whether 
he ſpoke to them all or no.) Then it was thought that when they were both in 
Azmes for defence of the Catholike eauſe, they would be ſuccoured by the Ca- 
tholike Princes of Chriſtendome. To the third ic was Anſwered by Colonell 
Planckgt that he was as morally certaine ( for thoſe were his words ) as he could 
be of anything that the Pale Gentry would joyne with them, and affiſt chem; 
for he faid I have ſpoke to ſeverall of them ſince my landing in the Kingdome, 
and I finde them very ready and willing, and withall I have ac London ſpoke to 
ſame of the Commurtees, and particularly to my Lord of Gormonſtoxe to let them 
know his reſolution, and they approved of it yery well, and withall they knew 
of the former conſulcations by thoſe Gentry, told me by Barnewall : For it was 
ſaid but yery ſecretly, that the King did in theſe termes ſay to Mr. Nicholas Planc- 
&et, one ofthe Iriſh Committee then in England, char by would ſtick to him, 
he Would ſtick to them ; this I heard I thioke from the faid /obhn Barzewsll, bur 
in trath I am not ſure whether from him or no, but certaine I am that he from 
whom I heard it did confidently repore it. All this was not done at the firſt mee- 
ting, butat three or foure meetings, and ſoon the laſt meeting ic was reſolved 
£0 the laſt doubc touching ſeizing the Caltle; That Colonell , Plancher and Col. 
Bsrue (hould undertake that taske becauſe they were nearer to it then any other, 
and alſo ſcix.: on all the Forts, Garriſons and other places where they thinke any 
Armes Chould be, and in particular London Derry, whick Gould be undertaken 
by thoſe of Ulſter. And then there was a ſetday appointed for the execution 
thereof, that was the fifth of the enſuing Sentemd. 4 this bcing the latrer end of 
Auguſt, or the beginning of Septemb, Anno 1641. 1 doe not know whether ) 
and every one ſhould make proviſion to riſe out that day, and they were named 
that ſhould firſt ſuccour them that ſhould rake the Caltle with men preſently, 
namely fir /ames Dilton, who did undertake to be with them withia three { or at 
the moſt foure daies with one thouſand mer, and ſo much mgre, ſhould come to 
chem out of the North, for thoſe two Colonells did not intend to uſe above one 
hundred menin the ſurprifall, whereof they were to have twenty good able Gen- 
tlemen ; for they made account that having the Caſtle, they Wit the Arullery 
would inaſter all the Towne untill they were releeved by men from the Country : 
ard becauſe there was 2 doubt made, how all this could be. done in ſo ſhort a 
time, dhicy. did appoint that all that were there preſence ſhould:nor fail to meet a- 
gain there the 20. of September, to give an accompt of all things aſwell hapes as 
xwpediments, and if on that interview all things Could happen to be well, that 
they go farward, or if otherwiſe, to proleng the Execution of izio more conve- 
nient time, and ſo we parted , every man into the Country, about his own taske, 
and Tin; my way home; came to Mr, Relyes hauſe, and there |. received a Letter 
from Sir Ptelim . 5 Neale, that his Lady was dead.and to be buried on the Sunday 
following; this being on che Satterday,and dchriag mein all kindnefle to come to 
the buriall; and Mr. Rely having, received - another Letter to rhe ſame effect, 
would needs have me g9 thither, (whereuaco 1'was very unwilling, beingiweary 
wihall, not provided to go to ſucha meeting ) aſwell ({fAe) to PIEVERFARY 
jealouſy frem the Ladies friends, as-aiſo, to confer with Sir. Pkcl;ns touching all 
theſe proeeecedings,(for neither he nor I did ever ſpeak with Sir Phelom: con-

them, and eſpecially from that Cardinal on whom he thought the Collonell did 
molt d _ ſo that there was no doubr to be made of ſuccour from him, and 
eſpecially when they had riſen out, that would be a meanes to the Cardinall to 
give aide : We did the more credit him in regard of the former Treaty berween 
the ſaid Cardinal and the Earl of Tyrone, as formerly is ſaid ; for my own part, 
I did and do beleeve that the Col: doth depend on France for aide; more then 
on any other place, aſwell for theſe reaſons , as alfo that Ever Macmabone for- 
merly mentioned told me, that preſently after the Iſle of Rees enterprize ( he 
being then in the Low-Country, did hear for certain that the Earl of 7yrone to. 
»cther with the Collonell did ſend into Frexce to the Marſhall of France ( that 
was generall of the French Forces at the Iſle of Ree ) to deale with him for 
procuring of aide trocome then for Jreland, and that he received an anſwer from 
the faid Marſhall, that he was moſt willing and ready to contribute his endea- 
vors for his furtherance therein, but that for the preſent he could not anſwer my 
Lords expeRation, by reaſon that the King had warres in Icaly,which he though 
would beat an end within half a year or little more, and then my Lord ſhould 
not doubt of any thing that he could do for his aſſiſtance, but thofe continued a 
great deal longer, ſo for that time that enterpriz2 faild : So after the Buriall was 
done, I gave theſe Gentlemen knowledge of what I had done at Da6blin, and - 
how I was to retire thither, and then they began to think how to ſurpriſe London- 
Derry, they being near it, but could not then agree in the manner ; and ſo Sir 
defired me to take his hoaſe in my way going to Dublin, and that I ſhould 
have a reſolution to carry with me rouching London-Derry, and thereonI part- 
ed home ; bur ſoon afrer came to Dublin, to the afore appointed meeting with 
thoſe Collonells : Bur firſt, I rook in my way Sir Phelliz 6 Neales houſe tobe 
certain what he had done ; and his anſwer was, that he knew that matrers could 
not be put in execution by the 5. of Oober, as was appointed, and that they 
would make another longer day for it, and that he would provide for the takin 
of London-Derry by that day ; and ſo I cameto Dublin, to give an accomprt © 
that was done, 2nd alſo know what further ſhould be done : I was not two 
houres in m lodging, when Mr. oore came to me (who knew of. what was 
done by thoſe Colonells formerly from Col. Burne, and teld me that the Meſſen- 
ger ſent to Colonell Neale was come with anſwer, defiring us not to delay any 
time in riſing out, and to let him know of thar day before-hand, and that he 
would not faile to be with us within fourteen daies of that day with good ayde, 
alſo deſiring us by any meanes to ſeaze the Caſtle of Dublin if we could, for he 
heard that chere was great proviſion in it for Warre, and Mr. Afoore. moreover 
ſaid, that time was not to be over-ſlipped, and defired me to be very preſſing with 
the Col. to poe on intheir reſolution ; but on mceting-the Col. with them 
were fallen from their reſolution, becauſe thoſe of the Pale would doe nothing 
therein firſt, but when it was done they would not faile to affiſt us; Col. Plunc- 
ker did affirme, and ſo by ſeverall meetings it was reſolved on by chem to deſiſt 
from that enterprize for that time, and ro expe& a more convenient time ; bur 
before that their reſolution Sir Phelins O Neale, and the afore-ſaid Capt Brion O - 
Nealefollowed me to Dublin ( as they ſaid ) to affiſt and adviſe me how to pro- 
ceed with that Colonell ( but neither they nor Mr. 2foore would be feene there- 
in themſelves to thoſe Gent. but would meet me privately, and know _ was 
vne, 
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done at every. meeting, alleadging for excuſe, thar [ being firſt imployed in that. 


matter, it would not be expedient that they ſhould be ſeene in ir. And moreover 
they would not know to be in the Towne bur by a few. of their friends, untill 
they were in a-manner ready ro depart the Towne, atleaſt as long as 1 was in 
Towne, for1 lefr them there : But when I made them acquainted with'their deter. 
mination of defilting from that enterpriſe, they thought it. convenient that we 
thould meer with Mr. Aſoore, and Col. Burne, to ice.,what was further to be 
done concerning the former intention of their owne,. and accordingly we did 
ſend to them that they ſhould meet us, and onVthat meeting ic was, where was 
vnly Sir Phelims, Mr, Moore, Coloncll Barne, Captain Neale and my ſelfe - after. 
long debate it was reſolved, that we with all thoſe thac were of our. Faction: 
ſhould goc on with that determination that was fatmerly made, concluded to, to 
riſe Que ; moreover to ſeize on the Caſtle (as the Collonells were urpoſed, for 
if ic were not for their projet and the adviſe ſent by Col: N-ahe, we would 
never venter ro ſurpriſe it, neither was it ever thought onin allthe mecrings and 
reſolucions between, before that thoſe Collonells did reſolve on it ; bug by reaſon 
chat the other Gent. that were privy to theſe proceecings were nor, preſent, the 
certainty of the time, and the manner how to execute it, was put off to a further 
meeting in the country, and this was reſolved in Dublin on the __ at night 
being the 26.or 27. of Sepreme. and that meeting was appointed on the, Saturday 
following,at Mac Colo mac Mohones houſe in. Farney in the county of Monaghan, 
and thereupon we all left the Town,onely Sir Phelim ſtayed about ſome other his 
private occaſions, bur did afſare his being rhere at chat day z and by reaſon.that ar. 
that meeting the Gent. of Leinſter could not be , conſidering the remoteneſle of 
the place from them, it was thought fit that Mr. Moore ſhould there meet to re- 
ceive the finall reſoJution, and (ſhould acquaint them therewith ; and-in the mean 
time Colonell Z4rn, who had undertaken for Col. Pluncker, ſhowld inform.them 
all of the intention conceived,and diſpoſe them in readijnefle againſt.that day that 
ſhould be appointed; on Saturday I came to Mr. Mac Mobores houſe, there met 
onely Mr. Mac Moboxe himſclf, Captain Neale, Ever Mag Mohone, and my = 
(and thither that ſame day came the Meſlenger that was [cnt to Col,. Neale, an 
did report the Colonells Anſwer, and adviſe verbatim, as,L have formerly repeats 
ed from Mr. Moore) and by reaſon that Sir Phelim his Brother or Mr. Philip Rely 
that were defiredto meet, did not meet,we. ſtayed that night;to expethem, and 
that nigh: I receivedaletter fromSir Phelim,intreating us.| any: means Not 3o ex- 
pe him untill the Munday following, for he had nor.con|d diſpatch ſome occa- 
fions mecrly concerning him, but whatſoever came of them, he would ppt fail on 
the Munday, and the next day afcer receipt of the letter being Sunday (hy. Mr. 
Moores adviſe ) we depared from Col. Mac Mabeves houle, to:preyent.( as he 
ſaid ) the ſuſpition of the Engliſh there ( many living neare to Lor hr alice. 1n_the 
County of Ardmaghto Mr. Forilagh © Neale: houlc, not Sir Phelizs, brother 
but ſonne to Mr. Henry O Neale of the Fires ) ſonne in Law to Mr. IA4opre, aud 
left word that if Sir Phelim, or'any of thoſe Gent. did:come in.the, meane time 
they Chould follew us thither,( whether only went Mr, Moore, Captain.O Neale 
and m#y elſe) and there we. expected untill the Tueſday ſubſequent, before any 
of thoſe did come : On the Tueſday came Sir Phelim and; £ver Mec (Mopyne all 
the reſt 'failing ro come, Mr. Mac Mahones wife was dead; the might; f re, 
which was theczuſe that he was not there, butT gave his aſſent to w] _ (hould 
beconcluded to win therein, and execute what ſhould be appointed him, and 
then we five, viz. Sir Phelim, Mr: Moore, Captaine O » Ever Mac Ma- 
hone, and my /elfe, aſſuring our ſclves that thoſe Gent, abſenc would both, allow 
and; joyne- to--what we ſhould determine, did grow. into .a:finall.xcfolurion, 
grounding all-ox moſt part of oup hope and confidence on;the.ſuccour:trom: Col. 
Neale, to ſexze onthe Cattle, and riſe out all in one day,.,and: the day. was a; 
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peinted on the 23. of rhat moneth ( this being the fifth day of September, having 
regard thereinto the day of the weeke whereon that day did fall, which was the 
Saturday, being the Market day, on which day there would be lefle notice taken 
of people up and downe theltreets ; Then began a queſtion who ſhould be depy- 
ted for the ſurpriſall of the Caſtle, and then Mr. Moore ſaid he would be one of 
them himfclfc, and that Col. Burne ſhould be another, and what other Gent, of 
Leinſter they could procure to joyne with them ; and ſeeing the Caſtle had two 
Gates, the one the great, and the other the little Gate, going down to my Lord 
Lieutenants Stables, hard by which Stable withoutrhe Caſtle was the Storc-houſe 
for Armes, they of Leinſter would undertake one Gare, and that ſhould be the 
little Gate, and the Gateſhould be uadertaken by thoſe of Ullter, and ( ſaid he) 
of neceſficy one of you both ( meaning Sir Phe/im and me ) mult be there for the 
meere countenance of that matter, it being the glory of all our proceedings, and 
all that his ſpeeches were well liked of all preſent, but Sir Phelins would be ex- 

red from that imployment, and ſo would I, but then all of them ſac on me, 
deliring me'tobe one, alleadging For reaſon that their proceedings and reſoluti. 
ons were very honourable and glorious, it being for Religion, and for to procure 
more liberty for their Countty, as did ( ſay they ) of late Scotland, and thar in 
taking the Caſtle conſiſted all the glory and honour of that ſaid AR, all 
which ſhould be attributed to them which ſhould be imployed therein, and 
ſo by conſequence all or moſt part to be there, being ( as they ſaid ) the 
chick: in that enterpriſe, and more, Sir Pheclims ſaid, that he would endea- 
your to 'take or procure others to take LONDON-DERRY the 
fame day , and if he ſhould be away that place would not be taken : with 
theſe, and many other perſwaſiens they obrained my conſent, 'and then che Cap. 
eaine off:red himſelfe; they beganto thinke what number ſhould be imployed in 
that 'A&, and they concluded on two hundred men, a hundred from cach Pro- 
vince for 'thoſe' States whichthey feaze on: of which number Sir Phel/im O Neale 
hould ſend forty with an able ſufficient 'Gentleman'to-conduR them, and likewiſe 
Capriine Neat twenty, Mr. Colonell fac IMahexe, Mr. Relly, ten more, and1 


fhould bring twenty two.Thenbeganadonbt how they ſhould raiſe thoſe men,and 
convey them'to Im withour _—_ ard it-was anſwered, that under pre- 
tence of carrying them'to thoſe Colonells that were conveying ſouldiers out of 


the Kingdome, it —_— be done; and to that purpoſe Sir Phelim © Neale, 
Mr. Afoore, and the Captaine had feverall blanke Pattents with -deputations ta 
make Captaines to thoſe Coſonells, which they ſent to thoſe-Gentry that ſhould 
ſend men to Dublin: for the-more coltonr _ ethought of what was to be done 
in'the'Country thatday, and itwas reſolved that every oneprivieto that matter 
in coy pare of rhe 'Kingdome ſhould rife out that day, and ſcaz= on all the 
Forts and Armev'in the-feverall Counties, to make all the Gentry Priſoners, the 
more to afture themſclyes againſt any averſe fortune, and not to kill any but 
where of neceflity they fhould be forced thereunts by oppoſition { and that 

for poem Caftle ſhould obſerve ) and inparticu- 
lar the Gentry : all their Army in Ulſter to take that day London Derry, which 
Sir Phelizs did undertake, and Knockfergws which they thought Sir Howy 
Mac O Neale would doc, and to that end Sir Phelims brother Terlagh O 
Neale ſhould be ſent to them ; and the Nurie, which ſhould be undertaken 
by Sir Cope 'Keniſs , and his Brothers, for whom Sir Phelims (in regard they 
werehis Brothers in Law, his deceaſed Lady being their Siſter ) did undertake 
Moreover it was , that Sir Phelizm, Mr. Rely, Mr. Collo Mac Mahou 
and my Brother ſhould, with all the peed they could after that day, raife all rhe 
forcesrhey could, and fellow us to Dublin, but to arme the men and ſuccour vs, 
and defend and Garriſon the Towne and Caſtle, and likewiſe Maſter Afoore 
ſhould appoint Leinſter Gentry ro fend like ſupply of men. Then there was feare 
of the Scots conceived, that they ſhould preſently oppoſe themſelyes, and that

that would make the matter more dithculr, and ro avoyd which danger, it was 
reſolved on not to meddle with them, or any thing belonging to them, and to 
demeane themſclves towards them as if they were of themſelves, which they 
thought would pacifie them from any oppoſition, and if che Scots would nor ac- 
cept of thar offcr of Amircy, but would oppoſe them, they were in good hope 
to cauſe a ſtir in Scotland rhat might divert them from them, and I beleeve the 
ground for that hope was, thar two yeares betore, in or about che beginning of 
the Scors troubles, my Lord of Tirone ſent one Torilagh O Neale ( a Pricit ) 
our of Spaine, and that this I cake it was the time that he was in Treaty with 
Cardinall Richelieu to my Lord of eArgzile, tro treat with him for helpe from my 
Lord, for himto come into Ireland as was {zid for Marriage, between the ſaid 
Earle ard my Lord of Argiles Daughter ( or Siſter, I know not which ) and this 
Meſſenger was in Ircland, with whum Mr. Tori/agh O Neale, Sir Phelims Bro- 
ther had conference from whom this relation was had : that ſaid Meflenger wene 
into Scotland, as I did heare from the ſaid Mr. Neale, or from Emer Mac 1Ma- 
hone afore named ; I know not from which of them; but what he did there I 
cou:d never heare, by reaſon that my Lord of Tyrone was preſently afrer killed: 
They were the more confirmed therein, hearing that my Lord of Argile did ſay 
( neare onthe ſame time as I gheſle, and when the Army was raiſed in Ireland as 
I thinke ) to a great Lady in Scotland, I know not her name, but did heare that 
ſhe was much imbarked in the troubles of char Kingdome ; then the queſtioning 
how they could (ubfilt againſt che two Kingdomes of England and Ireland, char 
if rhe King did endeavour to ſtir Ireland againſt them, he would kindle ſuch a 
firein Ircland as would hardly or never be quenched : And moreover, the 
knew my Lord to be powertu!l with the Ilanders, Red-(hankes in Scotland, 
whom they rhought would be prone and ready to ſuch Actions, they for che moſt 
parc diſcerded out of Ireland, holding the Iriſh Language, manners {till, and fo 
we parted.

would not taile of the Colonells behalfe, and for the more certainty of help from 
him, ard to aſſure us that the Colonell had good hopes ro procure ayde from 0- 
thers ; he ſaid, that it was he himſelte that was imployed from him to Cardinall 
Richeliew rwice, that ſome men who gave very faire promiſes to aflure the Colo- 
ne [ls expeRation, with which he ſaid that the ſaid Colonell was really with him- 
ſclie afſured of che Cardinalls ayde, and that he was likewiſe commanded by the 
Colonell upon our Reſolution of the day to give notice thereof to him, and that 
he would be within fourteen daies over with them with ayde, but he landed nine 
or ten daies before, and meeting with Captaine Brian O Neale, who made him 
acquainted with what was reſolved, he did write all che matter to Col. © Neale, 
ſo as he was ſure of his ſpeedy comming ; and ſothat Evening he and I came to 
meer the other Gentry, and there were met Mr, Moore, Col. Burne, Col. Plunc- 
k-t, Captaine Fox, and other Leinſter Gentry, a Captaine I thinke of the Burnes, 
burT am net ſure whether a Burne or Toole, and Captaine Bryan O Neale, and 
taking an accompt of thoſe that ſhould have been there, it was found that Sir 


Ph-lim O Neale, Mr. Col. Mac Mabone did taile of ſending their men, and 


Col, ZBarxe did mille Sir Morgan Kennanavugh that had promiſed him'to be _ 
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but he ſaid he was ſure he would not faile to be that night or the next morning in 
Town, and of the two hundred men that was appointed there was only eighty 
preſent, yer notwithſtanding they were reſolved to goe on in their reſolution, 
and all the difference was at what time of the day they wonld ſet on the Caſtle; 
and 2fter ſome debate it was reſolved in the afrer-noone, and the rather hopio 
ro meete the Col. there then, for they ſaid, if they ſhould take the Caſtle, _ 
be enforced by any extacamity for not receiving timely ſuccour our of the Coun- 
try ( having them they could not want ) and ſo parted that night, but to meete in 
themorning ro ſee further what wrs 20 be done ; and immediacly thereon 1 came 
to my Chamber, and abour nine of the clocke Mr. 4ſoore, and Captaine Fox 
came to me and told me all was diſcovered, and that the City was in Armes, and 
the Gates were ſhur up, and ſo departed from me, and what became of them or 
of the reſt I know not, nor thinke that they eſcaped, but how and at what time 1 
doe not know, becauſe I my ſelfe was taken that morning.

The Examination of Connor Lord Magwire, Baron of Eniskillin, raken before 
«, Charles Lord Lambart, and Sir Robert Meredith Knight, Chancellor of 
his Majeſties Conrt of Exchequer, the 26. day of March 1642. by Direftiom of 
the Fight Honorable the Lords ?uſtices and Conncell. 


VV being Examined ſaith, That about the time when Mr. John Bellew 
came our of England with rhe Commiſſion for the continuance of the 
preſent Parliament, Koger Moore, in the ſaid Moores Chamber in the houſe of one 
Peter de Coftres of this City, acquainted him this Examinant z that, if the Iriſh 
wovld riſe, they might make their own condition for the regaining of their own 
Lands and freedome of their Religion, at which time the ſaid Moore alſo acquain- 
red him this Examinant, that he had ſpoken with ſundry of Leinſter who would 
be ready for that purpoſe, and withall rold him this Examinant, that he was :{- 
ſured a good part of Conaght Would do the like, ard theteupon moved this Ex- 
aminant to joyn likewiſe with rhem with all he could make, unto which motion 
he this Examinant ycelded. And the next Cay iollowing, there was a meeting 
in his the ſaid Moores Chamber aforeſaid. where were Col: Mac Bryan, Macma- 
hon?, Tirelagh 6 Neale Philip mac Hugh 6 Relie this, Examinanr, and Roger Moore, 
where diſcourſe was h:d of that buſt-eſſe, yet nothing concluded on; fave that 
Roger Moore and the reſt ſhould po and prepare their parties : And this Exx- 
minant further ſaith, That about May lt, he this Examinant, Roger Moore, Phi- 
lip 6 Relic, and Roger mar Guire, this Examinants Brother, diſpatched a Prieſt, 
ene Toole v Conley, who lived in Leinſter, unco Owen 6 Neale into Flanders to 
acquaint him with the buſineſſe concerning the Generall Kebellion then in pre- 
paration, which ſaid Preiſt rezurned about a Moneth before the time appointed 
for execution thereof : And the anſwer which the ſaid Prieſt brought trom the 
ſaid Owen 4 Neale was, that he wonld (within fifteen dayes after the people were 
up) be with them with his beſt Aſſiſtance and Armes ; ard it being demanded 
why he ſaid Owen ſhould bring Armes confidering the C-ſtle of Dublin was to 
be taken and the Armes therein. This Examinant anſwered, that they ſo pro- 
vided for Armes, that they might not want any in cafe they could not take the 
faid Caſtle, whereof they doubted : And this Examinant acknowledgeth, That 
the Caſtle of Dublid, was to have been ſurpriſed by himſelf, Captain Bryan 6 
Neale, Captain Con 6 Neale Captain Macmakone,one Owen 6 Relie, Roger Moert 

6 Macmabone, Col: Pluxcker, and Caprain Fox, and likewiſe further ac- 
knowledgeth, that Hugh mec Phelims, Captain Cov. s Neale, and Bryan 026 
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brought from Ower 5 Neale out of Flanders, the very ſame Meſſage which the 
faid Prieſt brought : And this Examinant further ſaith, That he was told by Ro- 
ger Moore , chata great Man was in the Plot, but he might not name him for 
thepreſent : And art another time, and during the firrin of the Parliament ; rhe 
laſt Summer, he this Examinant was informed by one Fohn Barnwel, a Franciſcan 
Fryer then reſident in this City, that thoſe of the Pale were alſo privy unto the 
Ploc (meaning the preſent Rebellion) and laſtly ſaith, That of thoſe perſons who 
came roatrend him this Exxminant for the ſurpriſe of the ſaid Caſtle of Dublin 
ly Cohonongh a er was privy untothe buſineſſe in hand, and that the 
fl meeting ( when the day appointed for execution thereof was refol ved on) 
was at Logh Roſſe, where were preſent only, Ever Macmahone Vicar Generall 
of rhe Dioceſſe of Clogher, Thomas mac Kearnan, a Fryer of Dundalk, Sir Phe- 
lim 0 Neale, Roger Moore, and Bryan 6 Neale, 
Charles Lambart. Rob:Meredith. Concordat cum Originali. Ex.per Pant Harris, 
Memorandum, That this within written being ſhewed and read unto rhe 
within named Lord Magwire, and himſelf having peruſed the ſame, his Lordſhip 
did acknowledge the ſame to be true in all things, ſaving, that he doth notnow 
acknowledge that BarnWel/ told him, that thoſe of the Pale were privy to the 
Plot ; neicher doth — , that Cohonagh Maguire was privy to the 
Plot, before his coming to Dwblin, 
This Examination and acknowledgement , was made and taken the 22, day 
of Tune, 1642. e- Anno Regni Caroli Regis deremo ditum, before us.

The Examination of Cornelius Maguire, Lord Baron of Eniskillin i= Ireland, 
taken beſore Vaack Pennington £{q; Liewrenant of the Tower of London ; an4 
Laurence W hitaker Eſq; ro of his Majeitics Fuſtices of the Peace, for the 
County of Middleſex, the firſt day of Oftober. 1644. 

H E E denieth the receiving of any Letters or Meſlapges out of England be- 

fore the Rebellion,nor did he ever hear of any. He,faith he,was but a mean 

Inftroment in the defign in Ireland : Heconfefſerh, he intended to Seize upon 

the Caſtle of Dublin, and the Magazine there, and keep it till they had redrefle 

of ſome gricvances, which they purpoſed to propound to rhe Parliament there: 

One whereof was, to have 4 Toleration of the Roman Catholike Religion, 

He confeffeth that he came accidentally to Phillip Relyes houſe as he came up 

to Dublin ; and as he remembreth, Mr. {acmahone was then there, and that his 

intention of coming up to Dublin, was to put the aforeſgid delign in execution, 
and that then and there, they had ſpeech about that deſign ; but remembreth nor 
the particulars : Whichdefign wasto be put in execution the 23. day of Oob. 
in that year, and that he was taken there that very day, being Saturday upon 
ſearch made for him, carryed before the Lords Iuſtices, examined, committed 
and ſent over into England. 

He faith further, that he made his eſcape eut of the Tower of London, upon 

Sunday the 18,of Auguſt laſt, about foure of the clock in the Morning,

and here follow in their order of time. | 

The Examimmation bd Hugh oge Macmahone of Connagh, ia the county of Mo- 
noghan £/q; aged 35. yeares, or thereabouts, taken before the R iont Honourable, 
the Lords Inſtices and Councell.

Papiſts here. The Plot was on the next morning,Saturday the 23.of Oftob.bein 
Ignatius day,about nine of the-clock to ſurpriſe his Majeſties Caſtle of Dublin, his 
Majeſties chiete ſtrength of this Kingdom, wherein alſo is the x rincipall Magazine 
of his Majclties Armes and Ammunirign, and it was agreed (ir ſeemes) amongſt 
them ; that the ſame houre all other his Majeſtics Forts, and Magzzins of Armes. 
and Ammunition in this Kingdome ſhould be ſurpriſed by others of choſe Conſpi- 
rators ?

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rators ; and further, that all the Proteſtants and Engliſh throughour the whole 
Kingdom that would not joyn with them ſhould be cuc off, and fo thoſe Papiſt; 
ſhould then become poſlefſcd of the government and Kingdom at theſame inſtant. 

As ſoone as I had that Intelligence, I then immediatly repaired ro the Lord 
Tuſtices Palace, and thereupon we inſtantly Aſſembled the Councell, and havin 
ſate in Councell all that night, as alſo all the next day, the 23. of ORober, in 
regard of. rhe ſhort time left us for the conſulration of ſo great and waighty a 
matter: although it was not poſſible for us upon ſo few houres warning, to pre- 
vent thoſe othcr great miſchiefes which were to be ated even at that ſame houre, 
and at ſo great adiſtance as in all the other parts of the Kingdome ; yet ſuch was 
our induſtry therein, having that night cauſed the Caltle ro be thar night 
ſtrengthned with armed men, and the - uarded as the united councells of 
thoſe evill perſons ( by the great mercy of God to us ) became defeated, fo as 
they were not able to AR that part of their Treachery which indeed was princi- 
pall and which if he could have effeRed would have ended the reſt of their 
purpoſes the more ealic. Having ſo ſecured the Caſtle, we forth-with laid abeut 
for the apprehenſion of as many of the offenders as we could, many of them ha- 
ving come to this Ciry, but that night intending ( it ſeemes ) the next morning 
to At their parts in thoſe treacherous and bloudy crimes, 

The firſt man apprehended was one Hugh Mac Mabone Eſquire ( Grand-ſonn 
to the Traytor Trove} a Gentleman of a good fortune in the County of Monog- 
han; who with others was taken that morning in Dublin, having ar the time of 
their henfion offercd a little refiltance, with their ſwords drawn; bur find- 
ing thoſe we imployed againſt thew more in number, and better armed yeilded : 
He upon his Examination before us at firſt denyed all, bur in the end when he 
ſaw we laid it home to him, he confeſſed enouphro deſtroy himſelf, and impeach 
ſome athers, as by a Copy of his Examination herewith ſent may appeare to your 

ip. We then commirred him unnll we might have further time to examine 
him againe, our time being become more necdfoll to be imployed in ARian for

not conference with him and others, and calling to mind a Letter we recei- 
yed the weeke before from (ir 7/3//5am (ole, a Copy whereof we ſend your Lord- 


ſhip, kereincloſed we __ that the Lord MegWire ( was to be an Aor io 


furprifing the Caſtle of Dublin ; wherefore we held it neceſfary to ſecure him 
immediatly, thereby alſo to ſtartle and deter the reſt when they found him laid 
faſt: his Lordſhip obſerving what we had done, and the City in Armes , fled 
from his Lodging carly before day (it ſeemes ) diſguiſed, for we had laid a watch 
about his Lodging, ſo as we thinke he could not paſſe without diſpuifing bimſclfe, 
y<t he could not get forth of the City, ſo ſurcly guarded were all the gates. 

There were found at his Lodging hidden ſome Hatchets with the Helves new- 
ly cut off cloſe to the Hatchets, and many Skeines, and ſome Hammers, In the 
end the Sheriffes of the City, whom we umployed in triR ſearch of his Lordſhip, 
found him hidden in » Cockloft, in an obſcure houſe farre from his Lodging, 
where they © er him, and p_ him before us. 

He denyed all, yet ſo as he could not deny but he had heard of it in the Coun- 
try, he would not tell us when or from whom ; and confeſſed that he 
had not advertiſed us thereof as in duty he eught to have done. But we were ſo 
well ſatisfied of his guilt by all circumſtances, as we doubted not upon further 
Examination when we could be able to ſparctime for ir,finde it apparent ; where- 
fore we hold it of abſolute neceſſity to commit him cloſe priſoner, as we had for- 
merly done, Mac Maboxe and others, where we left them on the 23. of this 
moneth in the morning, about the ſame houre they intended to have been Ma- 
ſters of that place, and this City.

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That morning alſo we laid wait for all thoſe Scrangers that came the night beforeto 
Town, and ſo many were apprehended, whom we finde reaſon to belive to have hands 
in chis Confpiricy, as we were forced to diſperſe them into ſeverall Goales ; and wee 
fince found that there came many Horſemen into the Suburbs that night, who finding 
the Plot diſcovered, diſperſt themſelves immediately, 

Whenthe boure approached , which was deſigned for furprizing the Caſtle, great 
numbers of Strangers were obferyed to corhe to Town in great parties ſeverall wayes, 
who not finding admittance at the Gates, Raid inthe Suburbs,and there grew numerous, 
to the terrour of the Inhabitantss ; we therefore to help char, drew up, and inſtantly 
ſigned a Proclamation, commanding all men, nor dwellers in the City or Suburbs, to 
depart within an houre upon paine of death, and made it alike penall to thoſe thar 
ſhould harbour them; which Proclamation the Sheriffe imriediatly proclaimed in all 
the Suburbs by our commandement, which being accompanied with the exarnple and 
rerrour of the commitrall of thoſe two eminent men/and other, occaſioned the depar- 
ture of thoſe multitudes : And inthis caſe all our lives and fortunes, and above all, his 
Majeſties Power and regall Authority being fill at the take, we mult vary fromor- N.cec. 
dinary proceedings, nor onely in executing Martiall Law as we ſee cauſe, but alſo 
in putting ſome to the Rack to finde out the bottome of this Treaſon, and all the Con- 
trivers thereof, which wee foreſee will not otherwiſe be done: | 

On that 2; day ofthis Moneth, we conceiving that as ſootie asit ſhould be known, 
that the Plot for ſeizing Dablin Caſtle was diſappointed , 411 the Confpiratos in the 
remote parts, might be ſomewhat diſheartned; as on the other fide, the good Subjects 
would be comforted, and would then with the more confidence Rand on their guard, 

did prepare to ſend abroad to all parts of the Kingdom this Proclamation, which we 
fend you herein incloſed, and fo having provided that the City and Caſtle ſhould bee 
ſo well guarded, as upon the ſudden wee could provide, wee concluded that long con

where they found threeſcore and ten barrels of Powder, and armed themſelyes, and 
put them under command of Sir Com-Afagenis Knight, and one Cerlz a Monke, and 
plundered the Engliſh there, and difarmed the Garriſon: And this though to much, is 
all chat we yer heare is done by them. | 
However wee ſhall ſtand on our guard the beſt we may to defend the Caſtle and 
City principally, thoſe being the peeces of moſt importance : But if the Confpiracic 
be ſo univerſall as fac Mahon faith,in his Examination it is, namely, that all che 
Countiesof the Kingdome have conlpired in it, which wee admire ſhould fall our in jy;,.. 
this time of univerſall peace,and carried with that ſecrefie that none of the Engliſh could 
have any friend amongſt them todiſcloſeit ; then indeed we ſhall be in high extremi- 
ty,and che Kingdom in the greateſt danger that eyer it underwent,conſidering our want 
- of men, money, and armes, to enable us to encounter ſo great multitudes as they can 
make , if all ſhould ſo joyne againſt us : the rather becauſe we haye pregnant cauſero 
doubt that the Combination hath taken force by the incicement of Iefaits; Preiſts 15:

Allthe hope we have here is that the old Engliſh of the Pale, and ſome other Parts, 


will continue conſtant to the King in their fidelity asthey did in former Rebellions.

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And now in theſe ſtreights, we much under God depend on aide forth of Exg/ard for 
our preſent ſupply with all ſpeed, eſpecially money we having none ; and Armes which 
we ſhall exceedingly want, without which we are very doubtfull what account wee 
ſhall give to the King of his Kingdome. ; 

But if the Conſpiracy be only of fac Gire aid ſome other Iriſh,of the kindred and 
friends of the Rebell Tyroxe, and other Iriſh in the Counties of Down, Monaghan, 
Cavan, Termanagh, and eArmagh, and nogenerall reyolt following thereupon, we hope 
thento make head againſtthem in a reaſonable meaſure , if we be enabled with money 
from thence, without which we can raiſe ne forces ; ſo great is our want of moneys ag 
wehave formerly written, and our debr ſo greatto the Army ; nor is money to be bor« 
rowed here,and if ic were,we could engage all our cfiates for it ; neither haye we any 
hopeto get inhis Majefties Rents and Subfadies in theſe diſturbances, which addes cx + 
treamely to our neceſſities. Es 

On Sunday morning the 24, we met again in Councell, and ſent toall parts of the 
Kingdome the incloſed Proclamation , and iſſued Pattents to draw hither feven horſe 
Troopes, as a further ſtrength to this place, and to be with us, in caſe the Rebels ſhall 

make head, and march hitherward , ſo as we may be neceſſitated ro givethem Bactrell; 
we alſo then ſent away our Letters to the Preſidents of both the Provinces of Munſter 
and Conaxght : and we likewiſe then ſent Letters tothe Sheriffes of the five Counties of 
the Pale, to conſult of the beſt way and meanes of their own preſervation ; That day the 
Lord Viſcount Fitzwilliam, and the Lord of Homth, and fince the Earle of Kildare , 
Trigall,and the Lerds of Danſany and Slanc, all Noble men of the Engliſh Pale, came 
unto u*, declaring that they then,and not before,heard of the matter, and profeſled all 
Loyalty to his Majeſty, and concurrence with the State z but ſaid they wanted Armes, 
whereof they deſired to bee ſupplyed by us, which wee told them we would willingly 
doe, as relying much on their faithfulnefle to the Crown ; but wee were not yet cer- 
taine whether or no we had enough to Arme our ſtrength, for the Guard of the City 
and Caſfile, yer weſupplyed ſuch of them as lay ip moſt danger,wich a ſmall proportion 
of Arms and Ammunition for their Houſes, leſt they ſhould concejye we apprehended 
any jealouſie ofthem : And wee commanded them to be very diligent in ſending out 
Watches, and making all che diſcoyeries they could,and thereof to adyertiſe us, which 
they readily promiſed to doe. 

And if it fallout chat the Iriſh generally riſe, which we have cauſe to ſuſpeR, then 
we mult of neceſſity put Armes intoche hands of the Engliſh Pale in preſent , and to 
others asfaſt as wee can, to fight for defence of the State and themſelyes, 

Your Lordſhip now ſees the condition wherein we fiand , and how neceſſary it is 
firſt that we enjoy yourpreſence ſpeedily,for the better guidiog of theſe and other the 
publike affaires of the King and Kingdome : and ſecondly, that the Parliament there be 
moyed immediately to adyance tous a good ſum of money , which being now ſpeedily 
ſent hither, may prevent the expence of very much Treaſure and blood in a long conti- 
nued warre : and if your Lordſhip ſhall happen to ſtay on that fide any long time, we 
mult then defire your Lordſhip to appoint a Lievtenane Generall to diſcharge the great 
and weighty burthen of commanding tbe Forces here. 

Amidli theſe confufons and diſorders fallen upon us, we bethought us of the Parlia- 
ment which was formerly adjourned to November next, and the Terme now alſo ar 
hand, which will draw ſuch a concourſe of people hicher,and give opportunity, under 
the pretence of afſembling and taking new councells, ſeeing the former ſeemes ro bee 
in ſome parc diſappointed, and of contriving further danger to this State and people; wee 
have therefore found ir of unayoydable necefficy to prorogue the Parliament to the 24 
day of February next,and therefore we doc by Proclamation prorogue it accordingly, 
and todire the Term to be adjourned to the fi rſt of Hillary Terme, excepting only the 
Court of Exchequer for haſting in the Kings money if it be poſſible, 

Wedefire that upon this occafion , your Lordſhip will bepleafſed to view our letters 
concerning the Plantation of { onawght dated the 24 of April laſt,direted to Mr Secre- 
tary Yanein that par: thereof, which concernes the County of Monaghan, where now 
theſe fires do firſt break out. In 
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Iache laſt place,we muſt make known to your Lordſhip,that the Army we have con- 
ſiting bur of 2005foot and 2a 1000 horſe,are ſo diſperſed in Garriſons in ſeverall parts 
of the foure Provinces for the ſecurity of thoſe parts,as they continually have been ſince 
they were ſo reduced, as if they be all ſent for tobe drawn together, nor only the ogy 
whence they are to bee drawne, and for whoſe fafety they lie there , muſt be by 
their abſence diftrefſed ; but alſo the Companies themſelves comming in ſo ſmall 
numbers may bee in danger to be cur off in their March ; nor indeed have weany 
money to pay the Souldiers to enable them ro March.

I am Tea- 
cher herein the Colledge of the Iriſh, thefe fix yeares, employed all chartime abour the 
aFaires of the late * flaine Lord: I might doe you ſome ſervice, if I had ſome intelli- 
gence from you, and ſome help of him whom you intend coſend hicher, There is no- 
thing I defire more , then to returne to my Countrey, though I beſerled here ro my 
owne contentation. I pray uſe me,and the reſt of my funRions after ſuch manner, as 
ſhall ſceme beſt unto you, for your owne ſervice. Father Arthur Mac Gennis is in 
Madrid, and fo are many others, who would performe any ſervice wherein you would 
be pleaſed ro employ them. Father Francis Mac Genmnis 1s in Germany ; (o likewile is 
Father Francis O Farrell, who loves and honours you, and is very intimate with the 
Emperonr, who might well help you now, fince you have eaſed him of che croubles 
of the Palatinate, whom only he feared, There is alſo in Germany a Prieſt from the 
County of Tyrone, Edmond Mac Grava,a learned man, having late commenced DoRor. 
In France there js a Divinity Profcfſour, Patrick O ( onnor, deſcended from che Connoy 
of Leinſter , who did much ſeryice unto the late deceaſed Lord ; he is of nature, loving, 
conſtant, of audacity, guided with diſcretion, as is his Couſin Leander O Connor, who 
I doubt not will doe any ſervice for you. Ilichard O Gormeley is in the Low Coun- 
treys Guardian of Loveine, and many more of the like ſort : fee your ſelfe what is beſt 
to bedone with Owez O Neale, whois in Flanders,and with Conn Mac Carmack, who 
is Serjeant Major in Spaixe, bur more is the pity, a man of no grear polity or wiſdome, 
I would all the old T rained Sonuldiers were there. I will write to my Brother Murtagh 
O Conny who was ancient to the deceaſed Lord, and is now Captaine; and to the reſt of 
the Nobility of Vifter, that they repaire wwto you without delay : you may write to the 
King of Spaine, among other things, to give them leave to come unto you. 1 know not 
what the Earle of Treconnel/does upon this occafion, his Regiment is disbanded, and 
he himfelfe is gone to the Court to Aadrit ; I feare much that if he ſhould goe 1nco 
{reland, he would doe more hurt then good. Noble Sir, feare God above all things in 
proſecuting wiſely the Fortane which God offers unto you ; let love and unarimity be among 
your ſelves ; fhew all poſſible kindneſſe to the old Iriſh of Leinſter, and oblige nnto your ſelfe 
all men as neare as you may." Beware of the tricks of the Munſter men, who at this /joure 
ſhaw no candid dealing towards you inRome,as you hall ſoon under ſtand,except you ſend Jour 
Agent toprevent it with all ſpeed; for they aſcribe unto themſelves, without any ground, the 
praiſe and glory of all your Heroicall deeds, as you may learne of Levit char lives wich your 
ſelfe; Be ſure to have a great heart, and make ſome chiefe head among you ; but reſerve 
the Crowne for Con his fide the Neales. Remember the old ſlavery wherein you have 
lived a long time, and the deſtruttion which will generally come upon you, except you get the 
upper hand, Tow will prevaile, if you joyne together as you ought ; God fend it, I would 
adviſe every chiefe Officer among you to have a Secretary along with him, to write a Dinr- 
»all of your paſſages and overthrows which your enenzies receive, whith will redownd much 
to yorr glory : ſpoyle notthe Conntrey for feare of famine, 1 will not faileto write accor- 
ding as I ſhall heare from you : we would ſend unto you x Bull aſter the forme of the Bull 
which Hugh Mac Baron got, if we had received your Letters : and if t/-e Church doe 
well, they will twrne over the eleftion of Prelates there tothe Nobility, and give them Au.

gotiations with the Pope for a Cardinalſhip for ſo great a Perſon at this nick of time, 
13; a very fad inauſpicious Prologue, cngaging all who have any ſparks of reall loye to 
God, Religion, his Majeſty, their Countrey, or Poſterity, to look about them with 
oreateſt care, for feareof Circumventions. 

The firſt Letter was written out of Flanders (by ſome Prieſt or Teſuite of the Spaniſh 
FaRtion):to Mr Henry Howard, relating the manner of the New Popes eleQion ; with 
the Queens ſending Sir Kenelms Dighy to Rome to him for a Cardinals Cap for 
the Lord cAxbeny (fince made an Abbot in France) and intimating that there is ſome 
defignero makethe Lord Herbert a profeſſed Papift, Governour of Zriftoll ere long,and 
to put that City and Caſtle into the Papiſts hands ; where thouſands of them at this 
preſent refide, and ſome overtures of putting this defigne in ſpeedy execution (if our late 
intelligence thence deceive us not) have been lately made, and much feared by 
the Inhabitants. This Letter was intercepted in its paſſage rowards Oxford, and 
brought ro rhe Commirree of Examinations , where the Originall remaines, out of 
which I copied it. 

L 7 Ou heare ere this, that Cardinall Pemfilio, a Roman borne, a great Lawyer, and 
2a very wiſe man, is made Pope, with the name of [/nnotentins Decimu ; he was 
made by the Spaniſh Faftion, who having excluded Cardinall Sacherts, though a gal- 
lant man, bur deſired above all by the French and Barbarinoes, and after that excluded 
alſo another, a Dominican, gen Barbarino defired to advance; by theſe exclufions, 
our FaRion, of which the Cardinall of Florence was the ( apo, conſtrained Barbarino 
to joyne with them in fayour of Pamfilio, as being alſo a Creature ofthe laſt Pope : 
but the French Fattion oppoſed all they could, though in vaine. He hath been Nmwntio 
in Spaine cight yeares, that it is conteived he is well affe&ted ro that Crowne :; but I 
wiſh he may carry himſelfe indifterently, and like an Vniverſall Father ; and only 
fayourthat party which ſhall moſt apply ir ſelfero reaſon, He is 90 yeares old and a 
valfe, but of a yery trong Conſtitution. His Nephew, being bur one, is not aboye 18 
yeares old, and ſo he is not fit for Buſineſſes: hee hath therefore made choyce of three 
or foure Cardinallsto aſſiſt him in the Government : and Cardinall Paxcirellis being 
one of them, is to lodge in S. Peters, as his chiefe Confident. He will certainly fer in- 
ſtancly upon the bu{ine ſe of the Generall Peace , part of his Armes is a Pigion, which is 
a good Augury,
